have not yet reached a fifth 
grade level. How can education­ 
al institutions, 
such 
as Sauk 
Valley College, survive when lo­ 
cal funds are not made availa­ 
ble and federal funds are made 
available on the foregoing ba­ 
sis? 


I aay to y o u people of this 
area, please become concerned.

Recently, for ex a mple, Lo nnie 
was in a play g ro up where a 
baseball game wa s la unched. 
When Lonnie ca me up to ba t, 


he swung at the first three 
pitches, so the umpire called 
him, “ Out.” 
But Lonnie angrily protested, 
for he said: 
“ Daddy always gives me six 
strikes!” 
And that shows his daddy’s 
error, for daddy is now an ac­ 
cessory to Lonnie’s failure to 
harmonize with his own age 
group. 
Parents are supposed to teach 
their kiddies the law of the 


game o f life, including the rules 
for various sports. And baseball 
rules limit you to three stikes! 
Parents, tell your kiddies that 
“ L IF E ” doesn’t make any spe­ 
cial allowances for anybody, re­ 
gardless 
of 
color, 
creed 
or 
which side of the tracks you 
live on. 
Lonnie’s father and mother 
should have taken a few lessons 
from the animal trainers at the 
circus, for the latter employe 
the proper psychology. 
And their inexorable law for 
training seals, dogs and other 
four-legged creatures is this: 
“ Ahvays reward the good! Al­ 
ways 
penalize 
the 
bad! 
And 
never permit an exception to 
occur.” 


Alas, many Inconsistent par­ 
ents may punish a child today 
and thou let him get away with 
similar misbehavior tomorrow, 
possible 
because 
guests 
are 
present. 


“ Dr. 
Crane,” 
some 
doting 
mammas have exclaimed, “ I 
just can’t bear to spank my 
child for when the big tears 
roll down his cheeks, I feel ter­ 
rible.” 


Mothers, it is far better to 
shed your tears while he is in 
the high chair than to weep 20 
years later as he trudges the 
somber prison corridor to the 
electric chair! 


Adults with high I.Q. and col­ 
lege degrees may often be ig­ 


norant of the la ws for ba seba ll 
or bowling, etc. 
But if they plan to enter those 
sports, they realize they should 
first study the rules thereof. 
Same goes for child rearing! 
You don’t inherit omniscience 
in 
dealing 
with 
kiddies, 
so 
PLE A SE learn how to handle 
them properly. Here are a fewr 
laws: 
(1) Be consistent. Don’t pun­ 
ish today and then ignore the 
same naughtiness tomorrow. 
(2) Since pain is the quickest 
deterrent of naughty behavior 
in youngsters, flick your child 
with a snap of your finger when 
he is doing wrong. 
And do it as close to the time 
of the wrong act as possible 


so he will Fink pain with the 
misdeed instead of with you. 
Thus, don’t withhold punish­ 
ment till daddy gets home at 
night, for the child then may 
not associate the pain with his 
naughty deed! 
(3) 
Calmly teach him 
the 
rules of the game of life, as 
well as of sports, and then hold 
him to them. But don't expect 
adult comprehension in a tod­ 
dler. Adapt your approach to 
his limited mental age. 
(4) Praise him for his good 
deeds so your parent-child rela­ 
tionship is not always a nega­ 
tive or ego-deflating experience 
for him.

moral rules for social conduct.

There has been mu ch testimony abou t 
the d angers of m a riju a na as com pared 
to those of alcohol. Unfortu nately , some 
of it is contrad ictory — and no one y et 
knows for su re what the long-range ef­ 
fects of smoking pot m a y be. Ev ery one 
knows what ov er-ind u lgence in alcohol 
can d o to the sy stem and to that d elicate 
balance of factors which m ak e u p the 
personality . 
There are some who contend that 
m a riju a na shou ld be treated like any 
other narcotic, thou gh in the real and 
technical sense it is not a d ru g. Users, 
pu shers, ev ery one inv olv ed in the traffic 
shou ld , it is argu ed , be sev erely pu n­ 
ished . Others argu e with equ al v ehem ­ 
ence that it shou ld be legalized , as long 
as alcohol and tobacco can be pu rchased 
in the open m ark et. The d ebate is an 
acrimoniou s one, if only becau se in too 
m a ny instances emotions are su bstitu t­ 
ing for m ed ical research and logic. 
One aspect of the m a riju a na qu estion, 
howev er, is only lightly mentioned — the 
effect on the social stru ctu re of laws 
which are broken m ore or less openly 
by a su bstantial part of the popu lation. 
E a s e d pu rely on u nscientific, personal 
observ ation, I wou ld say that at least 
SO per cent of the popu lation u nd er 30 — 
and a grea t nu m b e r abov e it — hav e 
sm oked pot m ore than once. Some like 
it and some d on't. Some prefer alcohol, 
althou gh it is an interesting fact that 
y ou ng.people tod ay d rink far less heav ily 
than their eld ers d id at that age. 
The qu estion rem ains. Wifi repressiv e 
and harshly pu nitiv e legislation d ecrease 
the u se of m a riju a na ? Or will it incu lcate 
in m a ny people a habit of d efiance to­ 
w a r d s the law? On this second point, 
th ere is am ple ev id ence. After all, the 
United States d id atte m pt to prev ent the 
u se of alcohol by am end ing the Constitu ­ 
tion. Bu t the 18 th A m e nd m e nt had the 
opposite effect of w hat its sponsors in­ 
tend ed . 
To d rink b e c am e “ s m a r t ” to a d egree 
u nknown in this cou ntry . Tow ard s the 
last y ears, Prohibition becam e a joke 
and liqu or w as openly sold at what had 
been called “ speakeasies” in the early 
d a y s of the ironically called “ Dry E r a . -’ 
Prohibition had two long-lasting and 
d angerou s effects. It encou raged an a t­ 
titu d e of d isd ain for the law and for law 
enforcem ent officers. And it brou ght into 
the m ains tre a m of Am erican life the 
v iolence and corru ption of bootlegging. 
A m ericans wanted liqu or and the gang­ 
sters prov id ed it. Organized crim e be­ 
c a m e rich and powerfu l, to the point 
where it was able to bu y and sell police 
d e partm ents, fed eral officials, and whole 


mu nicipal gov ernm ents. When Prohibi­ 
tion was repealed , the gangsters r e m a in­ 
ed . u sing their money and organization 
to inv ad e other a re a s of ou r society . To­ 
d ay they can be fou nd in the banks, in 
ind u stry , in a thou sand d ifferent bu siness 
activ ities — inclu d ing d efense contract­ 
ing — where they apply a slightly more 
su btle v ersion of their bootlegging tac­ 
tics. 
Tod ay the sam e thing is happening in 
the m a riju a na trad e. At first, m ost of the 
pu shers were y ou ng people ou t to m ake 
a fast bu ck, with the help of old sters 
sim ilarly motiv ated . Bu t as u se of m a r i­ 
ju ana increased , and the profits soared , 
the mu scle-boy s began mov ing in. The 
small pu sher is being slowly taken ov er 
by the organized criminals, either be­ 
coming part of the operation or being 
forced ou t by th reats of m a y h e m or 
worse. As the laws become tou gher — 
in case Congress enacts some of the leg­ 
islation before it — the mob will take 
ov er the traffic entirely , as it took ov er 
the liqu or traffic. And new millions, if 
not billions, will go into the bank a c ­ 
cou nts of the sy nd icate — Cosa Nostra, 
the Mafia, or what hav e y ou . 
from the “ ana rc h ist” minority to ov er- 
You ng people, alread y u nd er pressu re 
throw the institu tions of ou r society , will 
d ev elop ind epend ently the sam e attitu d es 
toward s the law' that were prev alent in 
the Twenties and early Thirties u nd er 
Prohibition. The narcotics officer will be 
held in the sam e comic d isd ain as the 
Prohibition agent and he will be su bject 
to the temptations of bribery and the 
f e a r of v iolent resistance from the mob. 
It seem s to me that this d anger is far 
gr e a te r than the ad v ocates of h a rsh leg­ 
islation realize. And . if my prognostica­ 
tion is correct, the h a rm to ou r society 
will be fa r gre a te r than those which m ay 
or m a y not d eriv e from smoking pot. 
Carefu l research will, I am su re, show' 
th at the effects of m ariju ana, like those 
of alcohol, are psy chologically cond ition­ 
ed . Some people can hold their liqu or 
and others can't. Some get cirrhosis of 
the liv er and others d on't. Some d rink 
and lead wrell-balanced liv es. Some d rink 
and become alcoholics. The researches 
of the Yale Clinic and others hav e shown 
that there is a correlation between al­ 
coholism and the psy chological m akeu p 
of an ind iv id u al. Probably the s a m e is 
tru e of m ariju ana. 
E v e n as morality cannot be legislat­ 
ed , ev en so the u se of certain d e-inhibit­ 
ors cannot be b arred by law'. The prob­ 
lem is an ind iv id u al one, and a new 
m a riju a na Prohibition Age will only ex ­ 
acerb ate the problem.
